This  report  covering  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  3rour  district  during  the  fifth  ^raar  of  war  has  many  pleasing 
leaturos.  ilainly  statistical  in  character  it  is  worthy  of  your 
close  perusal.  The  hirth  rate  v/as  the  highest  of  the  v/ar  ^rears 
and  V7as  much  higher  tliaii  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
nil  ant  deaths,  declining  in  the  last  few  years, '’has  maintained 
.ts  downward  trend. 

The  population  figure  (Registrar  Genorals’  estimate) 
for  hid  -^’Gar  was  given  as  2E,620,  as  compared  Vvith  22,070  for 
1943, 


Unamplo^vient  was  lo^.'  during  the  year  as  the  collieries 
in  the  district  were  able  to  absorb  all  the  labour  available. 
Generally  spearing  case::  of  inider  nourishiaent  v/ore  rare  and 
liaving  regard  to  the  health  record;:  of  our  district  during 
the  war  gwais  the  severe  rationing  we  have  ujidergone  appears 
to  have  had  no  serious  effect  upon  us, 

h usIgg  was  epidemic  in  the  Doarne  area  during  the 
latt -^r  months  of  1944  b^it  was  of  a fairly  mild  tirpe, 

Cnl37'  18  cases  of  D5.phtheria  'were  notified  v/ith  one 
death.  The  inoiaonco  of  this  disoase  can  be  much  reducod, 
the  means  being  within  easy  reach  of  all.  Tho  percentage  of 
childron  mm lur.i sod  within  our  area  increased  somewhat  during 
tbw  year  but  is  -yet  much  too’  low.  This  remark  applies  g 
particula:/!^'  to  the  chilcbien  i-u  the  age  group  of  one  to  five 
shears.  Children  affected  with  Diphtheria  in  these  early  years 
sliovj  a vsig"  high  mortality?-  rate.  Parents  have  a serious 
rcsponsibilit^r  and  Liust  accept  immunisation  as  a proved 
reme-w^.  Is  it  too  Biuch  to  expect  100%  imisunisation  among 
the  lower  ago  group  of  children  v/ithin  the  next  year  or  so? 

During  the  twelve  months  under  roviev/  I acted  as 
Casualty  Cfficor  in  the  Civil  Dofe'nco  scheme  and  as  Medical. 
Officer  to  the  largo  Hirst  __id  Post  at  tho  ?/olfaro  Hall, 
Goldthorpe,  Tho  medical  Officer  tt  the  Thurnscoe  Fixst  Aid 
Post  (Baths  Hall)  vjas  Dr  Bo^.rle,  arhile  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Insg’-'otcr,  Mr  G.H,;.llonb3" , again  assisted  in  the  organisation 
of  tlao  Casual t'y  Service.

hiie  highest  birth  rate  of  the  war  3J"ears  v/as  recorded  last 
"y^ear^^  a figure  of  25,73  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate

A rising  birth  rate  and  a. falling  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  are  matters  which  give  us  some  satisfaction.

e.nd  I an  pleased  to  ' record  an  increase  in  the  percentage  rate 
of  children  iiiioiunised  in  our  ooimiiunity.  At  the  end  of  tho  year 
there  v/ere  39,1^3  of  the  children  under  5 jz-oars  and  64,2^  of 
the  children  betv/een  5 and  15  years, who  had  been  protected  by 
rriDiuni  s at  i on .

During  the  year  measles  was  v/ide spread,  altogether 
714  cases  occurred  and  most  of  those  cases  were  notified  in 
the  last  four  months.  Fortunately  tho  infection  was  of  a mild 
t3^e  and  caused  omlj’  tvfo  deaths. 

Tuberculosis • 

24  cases  of  tuberculosis  v/ere  notified,  a slight 
increase  on  the  1943  figure.  There  vrare  20  nev/  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuborculcsds  and  4 Non-Puliiionary,  Tuberculosis 
v/as  responsible  for  18  deaths  of  v;hich  16  were  pulmonary. 

There  '.rero  15  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1943,

year  v/ere  503  pulironar^^  (149  roale  and  154  female),  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  - 55(32  male  and  33  female).

The  supply  of  v/ater  to  our  area  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Dearne  Valle^r  V/ater  Board, the  Dearne  Urban  District  Council 
being  a constituent  member  of  the  Board*

Other  tips  used  were  the  Councils  own  'hlarsh  field 
off  Bariibc-rougli  Lane , Goldthorp^ »a  flooded  field  off  Mexborougli 
head,  Bolton;  'oho  Lidgett  hood  uip  - a wild,  weed  ridden  uneven 
piece  of  waste  ground  off  Cinapol  L.iuio,  Thurrscoe;  and  a portiem 
of  the  flooded  field  of:.  RicteigT-  Lane,  Thurnoooe.  In  each 
• case  a sito  is  improved,  often  land  being  reclaimed  a:‘id  brought 
into  use.
